NOW IN EFFECT

Montreal, March 3— Rai.ion 
Coupon Hanking came into ef¬ 
fect March 1st in 8,200 brand 
es of the chartered banks n. 
Canada. For the first time Can 
adian husiiness houses will now 
be writing cheques, and tlu 
banks holding accounts, ev 
pressed in terms of coupe,is for 
sugar, tea or coffee, or butter, 
ini send of in terms cf dollars 
and cents. The system will, of 
course, not interfere with tlu: 
normal method of settling ac¬ 
counts bet worn merchants which 
will continue to be pa:^ by cash, 
bank cheque, etc. 

L. B. Unwin, Administrator 
of Consumer Rationing for the 
Wartime Prices and Trade 
Hoard stated that the arrangem 
ent is one whereby considerable 
additions to the Ration Admin¬ 
istration’s stafl will he averted 
and the details of handling coup 
ons by certain retailers, whole¬ 
sale houses and supplies will l>e 
greatly simplified ‘Coupon 
Ration Hanking” Mr. Unwin 
paid “will go a long way towads 
solving- the pob’ems of siphon 
ing oir, accurately accounting 
for and prevent in a dangerous 
accumulations of coupons.’’

NEXT WINTER 

ARE YOU one of the Canadian householders who burned fences, doors, 
/Vand even flooring to keep warm in this winter’s sub-zero weather? 

Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 
through? 

In either case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

The shortage already has affected many communities . . . total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted ... in some places the small supply of green 
wood cut for next w inter is being used now to meet the present emergency. 

Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 

The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com¬ 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 
will be adopted: 

1 A subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut oo or before 
June 30, 1943. and held to dealers’ account on that date. 

2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in bis 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul¬ 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, End it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
(he Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies. 

3 The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer’s 
cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood on which a subsidy 
of $1 per cord has been paid and which are still in dealers' 
hands as at May 31, 1944. 

4 Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 
equipment. 

5 Farmers now on the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily 
in response to this appeal to eogage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service to be carrying out 
their regular occupation as farmers and will be given all the 
rights of deferment of military service which such an occupa¬ 
tion now carries. Such temporary absence should not, however, 
interfere with agricultural production. * 

Municipal councils, farmers, fuel dealers, individual cltlians, service clubs, 
and all other groups in communities whera wood-fuel Is burned, ora urged 
to begin at once a ropid survey of their local situation, and to take imme¬ 
diate action to relieve the shortage.

Ergot ol Certoli and Grasses 

hrgot in an important disease 
because it reduce* grain yields and, 
when present in feed grains, may 
cause acute poisoning, or even death, 
in farm animals. 

i£rgot is moat noticeable in rye, 
but also attacks barley, wheat 
(especially durum) and occasionally 
oats. Tho same ergot also attacks 
many native and cultivated grasses. 
Ergot bodies (railed sclerotia) 
produced on graces constitute an 
important source of infection for 
cereals. Infected Imy crops should 
l»e cut before sclerotia have time to 
develop. Earlv stages of infection 
may be identified by the presence ol 
drops of sticky exudate on the heads 
or pauicles. 

Ergot bodies falling to the ground 
wipin manure, remain dormant until 
midsummer and then germinate. 
Count less tiuy spores ora discharged 
and carried about by thp wind. Th* 
iupky 04tt8 lodge in the flowers pf 
grasses pr cereals and set up infection 
resulting in a new generation pf 
ergot bodies. 

Control measures include early 
*uttmg of infected native and culff 
sated grasses, and deep plowing pf 
fields on which infected grain trops 
grew. Ergot bodies can be removed 
from seed grain by immersing the 
grain in a solution of common salt 
consisting of 40 pounds of salt in 
25 gallons of water. When the f rain 
is immersed and agitated, the ergot ' 
bodies rise to the surface. The grain 
must then be washed to prevent 
injury from salt.
